N the very beginning of Summer, the Pcloponneſtans,and 
theirConfederaces, with two thirds of their forces,as before 
invaded Attica,under the-condutt of Archidamus, the ſon 

of Zeuxidamas,King of Lacedzmon, and after they bad ens 
camped themſelves, waſted the (ountrey about them. 

' They bad nvt been many days in Attica, when the Plague firſt 

began amongſt the Athenians, ſaid alſo to have ſeized former! 
'on divers other parts, as about Lemnos, and elſewhere , but 
great a Plague,and Mortality of Men, was never remembred to 
have hapned in any place before. For at firſt, neither were the 
Phyſicians able tocure it, through ignorance of what it was, but 
died faſteſt themſelves as being the meu that moſt approach'd the 
fick,nor any other art of man availed whatſoever. All ſupplicas 
tions to the Gods, and enquiries of Oracles, and whatſoever 0 
ther means they uſed of that kind, proved all unprofitable, ins 
fomuch as ſubdued with the greatneſs of the evil , they gave 
them all over. It began (by report) firſt, in that part of Athios 
pia that lieth upon Mgyprt, and thence fell down into Xpgypt 
and Afrique, 'and mt the greateſt part of the Territories,

Nor dah there ampth(ey,cortain Medicine that 
applied muſt byve helped them, for if 1t.did good $0.one , 'it did 
harm to another ; nor any, difference. of, Body for ſtrength or 
Peakneſs that was able toreſiſt'it ; but-it carried all away what 
Phyſick ſoover was adminiftred.. But the greateſt miſery of all 
was, dejftion of Mind ju ſuch as found themſelves beginning 
to be. ſick, ( for they grew.preſently deſperate, and gave them- 
ſelves over without making any refſtance) as alſo their dying. . 
thus like Sheep jinfeFed by mutual viſitation : For if men fore | 
| bore to viſit them for fear, then.they died forlorn, whereby many | 
Families became empty, for Want of ſuch as ſhould: take care of 
- them. 4 they forbore not, then they died themſelves, and princi- 
pally the honeſteſt men. For out of ſhame,they would not ſpare 
themſelves but went-in unto their friends eſpecially afttr it was 
| come to-this paſs, that even their Domeſlicks, wearied with the 
| Lamentations of them that died,and vvercome with the greatneſs 
. of the calamity,were no longer moved therewith. But thoſe that

And theLaws which they formerly uſed touching Funerals;were\ 
all now broken ; every one burying where he could find room. 
And many for want of things neceſſary,after ſo many Deaths bes 
fore,were forced to become impudent in the Funerals of their 
Friends. For when one bad made a Funeral Pile,another get- 
ting before him, would throw on his dead, and give it fire. And 
When one Was in barning, another Þould come, and having ca 
thereon him Whom he carried,go his way again. And the great l;- 


 Centiouſneſs which alſo in other kinds was uſed in the City began 
at firſt from this diſeaſe.
